-The trouble began 
wharf, under the pretext of'holding a 
memorial meeting for a late Jewish 
Socialist leader, a crowd of over 1,000, 
mostly 
Jews, carrying 
red flags, 


marched -into Dzika street and was 
met by a mixed police and military 
patrol of 20 men. The police declare 
the Socialists fired revolvers aft them, 
/the leaders inciting the mob ltxf attack 
the patrol, which thereupon fired sev- 
eral volleys into the crowd. Four men 
were killed and 40 wounded. The 
•crdwd removed all but nine of the 
wounded, two of \vhom were women. 
These* were taken to the hospital, and 
It is expected that two or more of 
them will die. The dead and wounded 
Were all Jews. The police made many 
arrests.
